SENATOR VOORHEES IN HIS SEAT. 


Another Speech to be Made Against Ingalls, 
And the Latter to Reply Thereto— 
Other Washington Gossip. 


Wasuincton, May 7.—[{Special.] —Congres- 
gional sensations are the order of the day, ‘and 
‘¢ ig a dull day, indeed, when spectators at 
the capitol are not treated to one in either 
house of congress. Today's spat, which at one 
time looked as if a slugging match was in store 
for the observers, Was between our own Mr. 
Candler and Representative Sowden, of Penn- 
Mr. Candler is the smallest man 

‘cally in the house, but his size does not 
= rae with his courage, for he might be 
termed the very “erittiest’’ man in the body. 
Bowden, on the other hand, is a large and pow- 
erful looking fellow, but his “backbone” is not 
half so stiff as that of the plucky little man 
from Georgia. The river and harbor bill was 
under consideration, and Mr. Sowden, a dem- 
pcrat, had the floor in opposition to it. He only

‘had ten minutes in which to make his argu- 


ment, and was reading from manuscript in 
tones of thunder, and scoring some good points 
against the bill, which he termed a mammoth 
steal. But in his enthusiasm he went just one 
step too far by making the statem: nt that 
every democrat who was now favoring this bill 
bad opposed the direct tax bill, which was not 
nearly such a scheme for robbing the treasury 
psthis bill. As those words were uttered Mr. 
Candler was on his feet in a second and asked 
to interrupt Sowden, but the latter refused, 
when the little Georgian appealed to the 
speaker in his loudest voice, but even the 
speaker was unable to hush the excited Penn- 
sylvanian, who continued in even a louder 
tone. The little Georgian was teeming with 
jndignation, for he had opposed the direct tax

” bill and was also opposing the bill under con- 


sideration. Ho again attempted to ex- 
plain, but- his voice couldn’t be heard, for 
the thunder-like tones of the Pennsylvanian 
was filling the hall from floor to ceiling, and 
even the stained glass of the roof were vibrat- 
ing as though the building was experiencing 
the effects of a South Carolina earthquake. 
Secing that he couldn’t speak the loudest, Mr. 
Candler, in the heat of passion, walked up to 
Sowden,-shook his fist in the Pennsylvanian’s 
face, and demanded to be heard. The big man 
from Pennsylvania stopped, the speaker stop- 
ped and Mr. Blanchard had the floor, but he 
yielded to Mr. Candler, who said: 

“When the gentleman from Pennsylvania 
said that every man on the democratic side 
who voted against the direct tax bill was now 
favoring this bil!, he told a—.’’ Butthe sen- 
tence was not completed, for rather than he 
accused of telling a falsehood, 8 »wden quickly 
said: 

“I did not say every gentleman, but nearly 
every gentleman.”’ 

“Then,” said Mr. Candler, ‘‘I excuse you,” 
and turnirtg to the speaker he said: 

‘Mr Speaker, I did oppose the direct tax 
vill, and I do oppose this bill, and will vote 
against it.” 

When Mr. Candler approached Sowden, 
very member arose with one accord, expect- 
ing the little Georgian to strike,Zand but for 
Sowden’s retraction ascene would certainly 
have ensued, for the*‘little one-eyed plow boy 
of Pigeon Roost,’’ was on his mettle, and was 
determined to have his pesition quoted correct- 
ly. Asit was, it ended pleasantly, and the 
members enjoyed a hearty laugh over it. Dut, 
notwithstanding this, the bill passed by a vote 
of 161 to71. Q@Messrs. Candler and Blount 
were the only two members of the Geprgia 
delegation who voted against the bill. 

THE RIVER AND HARBOR BILL. 

The passage of the river and harbor bill to- 
day, under the suspension of the rules, was 
quite a surprise toa great many. There were 
few who believed that the necessary two 
thirds could be received with which to bring 
it-up under suspension. It is said that Chair- 
man Blanchard has, in some way, succeeded 
in increasing the total amount of the bill to 
something like twenty-three million dollars, 
when the amount named in the bill, when it 
was made public, was but a little over nine- 
teen million dollars. The charge is made that 
Mr. Blanchard, in order to gratify the wishes 
of-some members who, as they believed, had 
not received asufticient amount for their dis- 
tricts, was persuaded to go to the public 
printer and had such amounts inserted in the 
bill, while it was being printed, and 
in this way the total amount 
lias been increased almost four 
million. There has been much unpleasant 
taik about the matter for the past two or three 
weeks, though Mr. Blanchard is entitled to 
the benefit of the doubt, as he says he did 
nothing to increase the amount without first 
conferring with the other members of the com- 
inittce. It is alleged thattwo New York mem- 
bers who had secured little for their districts 
went with Mr. Blanchard to the public print- 
ing oflice, before the bill was printed, and had 
there inserted appropriations for their districts 


_in accordance with their wishes. It is reported 


from the white house that the president has 
6i1id that he will veto the bill if it reaches him 
in anjthing like its present shape. Itis ex- 
pecied that another million or two will be 
added on by the senate, 

VOORHEES IN HIS SEAT. 

Senator Voorhees was in his placr i :b- 
senate today for the first time since his en- 
counter with Senator Ingalls. He is still 
suffering acutely from ‘the carbuncle on his 
leg. and walks with difficulty. He has in 
preparation a further reply to Senator Ingalls 
aud to other assaults upon his record during 
the war, to be delivered at the reception to be 
tendered him here by the Indiana Democratic 
club. He was at first inclined to signify his 
regret at his departure from parliamentary 
Janguage in the senate, but after thinking the 
matter over, concluded that the assault 
made upon him justified the epithets 
used in reply. lt is under- 
stood to be his inientior. therefore, to 
pay no furtifer attention to the matter in the 
senate untess it is opened by some other sena- 
tor. Senator Ingalls, it is said, will have a 
stenographer present when Voorhees addresses 
his Indiana friends, who will take a verbatim 
report of the senator’s speech in order that he 
(Ingalls) may reply to it when the latter makes 
his speech at Indianapolis, which he has con- 
wented to do, in response to an invitation from 
the republicans there between now and the 
convening of the Chicago convention. 

The senate committee on public buildings 
today reported favorably on Judge Stewart’s 
ill appropriating $120,000 for enlarging At- 
Janta’s public building, and also on Mr. 
Grimes’s bill appropriating $100,000 for a pub- 
lic building at Columbus. Although new 
members both Judge Stewart and Mr. Grimes 
have accomplished much for their respective 
districts. Their colleagues say their acts de- 
serve recognition by their constitusnts. 

Mr. Martin F. Amorous, who has been in 
‘Washington since Saturday, left for home to- 
wight. Mr. Amorous consulted with Mr.

Turner, of Georgia, a member of the ways and 
means Committee today, in regard to the lum- 
berschedule of the Mills bill.

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WILL REMOVE IT. 


The Senate Passes a Resolution in Regard 
to Washington's Statue. 

WASHINGTON, May 7.—In the senate Mr. 
Vest offered a resolution instructing the com- 
mittee on library to inquire as to the expedi- 
ency of removing Greenaugh's statue of 
Washington from its present location, east of 
the capitol, to some other place on the grounds, 
and protecting it by a suitabie canopy or-other- 
wise. He said that in its present location (on 
the plaza east of the capitol) it was an impedi- 
ment to carriages and other vehicles, and the 
statue iiself was being seriously injured. They 
had aH heard of the criticism of the statuo in 
connection with the drapery; but we had 
never heard of the sliglitest criticism as to the 
work itself. : 

Mr. Vest sent to the clerk's desk and had 
re:d a letter from Mr. Spofford, librarian of 
cougress, giving a history oi the statue, and 
stating that it had been designed for the in- 
terior of the building and not for open air; 
gat it had suffered injury from long exposure 
tthe weather, aud especially in finer lines of 
the work, and suggesting that if it were placed 
under a suitable canopy in some part of the 
eastern capitol park most of the serious objec- 
tions which excite criticism in its present loca- 
tion would be obviated. 

The resolution was adopted. 

Among the bills reported from the commit- 
tees and placed on the calendar were the fol- 
lowing: 

Honse bills for a public building at Colum- 
bus, Ga; and toincrease the limit of the cost 
of the public building at Charieston, 8. C. 

The railroad land forfeiture bill was then 
discussed for a time and laid over, and the bill 
to establish a bureau of animal industry was 
taken up.

He regarded many of its features as dis- 
tinctly violative of the constitution. If con- 
gress were to pass such a law the constitution 
might be regarded as a thing which had been; 
and the country would be no longer under 
government of the written constitution. It 
had too ofien happened; of late years, that 
laws had been passed by congress on the 
theory that the people of the states were not 
capzble of self-government and must be gov- 
erned by power outside of them, by congress, 
and by federal authority. The pending bill 
was one of such measures. It went on ihe 
theory that the people of the states was not 
capable of managing their domestic affairs: 
were not capable of passing laws to secure 
rood management.of stock within their limits, 


| and that congress must do what people were 
| not capable of doing. 


Mr. Coke also made an argument against the 
bill, but yielded the floor without concluding 
his remarks. 

The senate then went into executive busi- 
ness and at 5:10 adjourned.

Mr. Sowden, of Pennsylvania, demanded a 
second, and the motion to suspend rules was 
seconded—153 to 14, a majority of the oppon- 
ents of the measure refraining from voting. 

Mr. Blanchard, of Louisiana, brietly ex- 
plained changes in the bill, stating that the 
aggregate appropriation of the bill was only 
$25,000 greator than it was when the bill was 
last considered in the committee of the whole; 
that $25,000 was given to Cleveland harbor. 

The motion to suspend the rules and pass the 
bill was carried, yeas, 136; nays, 69,

Ratricu, N. C., May 7.—[Special.J—Much 
excitement was caused here this morning by 
the news that Miss Ida Poe, .a well-known 
young lady, who resides at Fayetteville, had 
been shot at Carthage and seriously wounded. 
Miss Poe had a brother in the express office 
here who left this morning for Carthage. A 
special this afternoon gives details of the af- 
fair. Miss Poe was visiting her brother in law, 
who keeps hotel in Carthage. A young man 
named Robert L. McNeil, clerk of Monroe 
county superior court, had formerly been an 
admirer of Miss Poe, and it is said they had 
been engaged. Saturday night young McNeil 
went to Shaw’s hotel, and asked H. A. Foote 
to say that he would like to see her. Miss 
Poe was in the parlor with a young and 
told Foote she declined to see McN. In a 
inoment some one knocked at the par:or door. 
Miss Poe thinking it was Foote ovened the 
door and saw McNeil. The latter said 
something to her in a low tone, and then 
shot her without taking the pistol from 
his pocket. The bullet passed 
through her thigh, passing near the large 
artery. McNeil at once fied, throwing his pis- 
tol toaman named Jones, and shouting, “‘I 
shot Miss Ida, but I did it accidentally."” A 
scene of intense excitinent followed. A large 
party of mounted men well armed was made 
up, and searched Saturday night and yester- 
day for McNeil, with the gvowed intention of 
Ivnching him. McNeil is aman of bad char- 
acter, and stands charged with killing a negro. 
Ife ran away and was absent for a year or 
more. Ae true bill was found against him. He 
returned a few weeks ago, and gave bail. 
Jcalousy was the cause of his shovting Miss 
Poe. The indignation against McNeill is high.

He made 
arrangements with two men to do the job, but 
they betrayed him to the police. He was ar- 
raigned this afternoon, and placed under 
$25,000 to answer.

Maize is situated on the south bank of the 
Arkansas river, and the streets were turned 
into rivers, which, fortunately, found outlets 
im the Arkansas. An eye-witness describes the 
rin as Coming down in torrents, washing away 
#rinmber of houses and moving others from 
their foundations. 

- The house in which a family named Rockby 
lived, near by, was picked up by the floods 
and carried into the Arkansas river where it 
sunk, drowning Mr.. Rockby, his wife and two 
children. A number of narrow escapes are re- 
ported. The water from the cloud seemed to 
come straight down and could not have been 
thicker had it found its source from a lake in 
fie air. The bodies of the Rockby family 
have not been recovered. The damage will 
be very large. A great many horses and cat- 
tle were drowned. 


Bad River Rising. 

ASHLAND, Wis., May 7.—Bad river is rising 
again and there is great danger of loss to the 
loggers, who are driving down the swollen 
Stream. It is feared that the boom at the 
mouth of the river will be broken, when 25,-

The petition of the new refrigerator com- 
pany for permission to lay small pipes through 
the streets for the distribution of their re- 
frigerating agents. which was granted by coun- 
cil ye torday, awakened new interest in this 
wonderful enterprise, and induced a ConstI!- 
TUTION reporter to seek Mr. H. I. Kimball for 
more light upon this new development of the 
plans of the company. 

Calling at No. 9 North Broad stree é re. 
porter learned that Mr. H. I. KimBall had 
gone to Baltimore to start the Work upon » 
great refrigerating plant in that city, but Mr. 
J. ©. Kimball was in and readily consented to 
apswer the interrozations. 

‘‘Mr. Kimball, in what way‘do you intend to 
utilize the pipes yon are to lay in the streets ?”’ 

‘Precisely as the gas pompene: water 
company use theirs. We carry the refrigerat- 
ing agent in these pipes direct to thé store- 
rooms and ice boxes of hotels, réstaurants, 
saloons, meat and fish markets, or to private 
dwellings; in short, to all places where dry, 
clean, sweet and economical refrigeration is 
desired.”’ ) 

‘*How large are thie pipes used ?” 

‘‘Well, we could use the smallest pipe made 
if desired, but we ordinarily use if 
inch pipe for conveying the ammonia 
to consumers, and as we have to 
have “circulation,” we use an _ inch 
pine to carty the'diluted ammonia back to the 
stills after it has done its work.”’ 

“Of course you have to use longer pipes for 
long distances, or where there are many con- 
sumers on the line ?’’ 

“No, sir, the 4 inch pipe will supply the 
largest line we can have in the city, and indeed 
much longer. It is one of the peculiarities of 
this fluid that it travels through the pipes’ ab- 
solutely without friction, and the pressure will 
be the same at the end of a five mile line that 
it is at the still.’’ 

‘Has this piping system been tested else- 
where ?”’ 

“Yes, sir. They use it wherever pipes can 
be laid. -Nashville is putting down five miles 
of pipe. In fact most of itis already in use.” 

‘Then you will not use the detachable re- 
torts to supply consumers as was at first pro- 


“Oh, yes. We will use those for more dis- 
tant parts af the city, as well as for adjvining 
towns.”’ 

“Do you expect to supply other towns with 
refrigeration ?”’ 

“Certainly. We have orders already from a 
dozen towns in Georgia, and from Anniston, 
Decatur, TalladéBa and other towns in Ala- 
bama. There is no limit to our field, until it 
is occupied by another plant. We could sup- 
ply New Orleans, if necessary.”’ 

‘How is the work of erecting the plant pro- 
gressing ?”’

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COLLIDED AT SEA. 


Two Steamsaips Crash Together 
During a Fog. 


One of Them Disappears From Sight, Sup- 
posed to Have Gone Down—Small 
Crait in Trouble at New Orleans. 


NorFo.k, Va., May 7.—The British steam- 
er Benison, Captain Aitkenhead, from Mata- 
moras to Philadelphia, was towed here today 
in distress and reports being in a collision 
yesterday afternoon shortly after 12 o'clock, 
during a dense fog, with the steamer Eureka, 
Captain Quick, from New York to New Or- 
leans. When the for lifted about half an 
hour afterward, the Eureka was nowhere in 
Sight, andit isfeared she was sunk. After 
the collision there was a sound of escaping 
steam and one whistle. The Benison’s bow 
was badly stovein and she would . have sunk, 
but for her water-tight compartments. 

The captain of the Benison says he had 
stopped his ship shortly before the collision to 
take soundings. The fog lifting, he started at 
a very slow speed and his ship was swinging 
aronid, When the Eureka came down upon 
him at full speed, the fogin the meanwhile 
having grown dense again. The lle in the 

senison’s bow isan ugly one, and when the 
collision occurred the rush of water carried 
away everything in the forecastle. There are 
nineteen inches of water in the Benison’s sec- 
ond compartment, and she is now lying on her 
bottom here in a sinking condition. 

The collision occurred sixteen miles south- 
east of Cape Henry. The Benison struck the 
Eureka square amidship. The Eureka was 2 
freight oat and carries no passengers, and her 
crew altogether number thirteen persons. 

The captain of the Berison says the weather 
Sunday morning was absolutely fair, and Sun- 
day morning was alternately fair and cloggy. 
At 12 o’clock the fog was so dense that he 
could not take observations and took soundings 
to ascertain his position. After taking sound- 
ings, and while the ship was going at a slow 
rate of speed, he went below to look at the 
chart and found he was about sixty miles east- 
northeast of Cape Henry, and about 160 miles 
southeast by south of Cape Henlopen. When 
below he heard his ship give one whistle and 
hurried on deck. The mate told hima vessel 
was on his port bow. He gave the proper sig- 
nal and ordered his helm to port, when biasts 
from the approaching steamer caused him to 
starboard his helm, and as his vessel was _sail- 
ing round, an unknown ship looked up through 
the fog and came down on him at full speed. 

His bow struck her squarely just abaft the 
bridge, on the starboard side. Before the 
unknown ship was lost to sight in the fog, the 
mate read her name, “‘Eureka.’’ The Beuni- 
son lay to, and when the fog lifted in about 
half anhour,the Eureka was nowhere in sight. 
It has been suggested that the Eureka might 


have been hidden by the fog, then laying some | 


miles south of the Benison, but this is thought 
to be impossible, as the Eureka was struck in 
her most vital part. The Benison would have 
sunk at once, but for her water-tight compar‘t- 
ment. The Benison was towed inside the cape 
by the steamship Andsony, from New York to 
New Orleans, and brought here by a tug today.

Collided With War Vessels. 


New Orveans, May 7.—During a heavy 
rain and-thunder storm this afte:noon, the tow 
hpat, Iuture City, and three barges from St. 
Louis came in collision with three United 
States war vessels at anchor in front of the 
city. Twoof the barges were sunk and the 
third was badly damaged, but most of its 
freight will be saved. The two barges sunk 
are total losses. One contained 51,000 bubhels 
of bulk wheat andthe other a full cargo of 
freight. The barges are valued at $9,000 each 
and their cargoes at $70,000. The damage ‘o 
the war vessels is not stated. 

The first vessel struck bythe Future City 
barge wasthe Atlanta. One of the barges, 
drifting sideway, struck the prow of the At- 
lanta, and being held fast caused the Atlanta 
to drag along shore for nearly a mile. Finally, 
a number of tugs came to her assistance, pulled 
off the barge and beachedit, the other two 
barges drifting by the Atlanta. One of them 
struck the Galena and sunk, breaking 
the Galena’s anchor chain and causing her 
to drift down the stream. The barge 
was at length taken in tow by the tug Magno- 
lia and the war ship secured. The third barge 
struck the Yantic, swung around and was 
somewhat damaced, but the Yantic was unin- 
jured. The Galena received slight damage to 
her tigging aud bows. Otiicr yvooscls ot thro 
fleet suffered no damage. The barges belonged 
to the Mississippi Valley Transportation com- 
pany. 

John A. Stevenson, agent, says that the loss 
and damage to the barges is $20,000, and that 
they were not insured, the company carrying 
their own risk. The loss onthe cargo is esti- 


mated at $80,000, supposed to be fully insured.

BISHOP HOOD’S DENIAL 


Of Remarks Attributed to Him by the New 
York World. 

RALEIGH, N. C., May 7.—[Special.|---Yes- 
terday’s session of the general conference of 
the African Methodist Episcopal Zion church 
in America was of decided interest. The ses- 
sion is being held at Newberne, and no less 
than five bishops are present. One of them is 
Bishop J. W. Hood, Fayetteville, N. C. He 
yesterday brought up a matter in which he 
said the New York World had misrepresented 
him. This was his speech not long ago before 
the New York conference, in which it was 
alleged he said that southern slaveholders 
should be paid for their slaves. He asked that 
the matter be investigated. 

As soon as Bishop Hood finished there was a 
decided sensation. The following resolutions 
were introduced: 

Whereas, There are certain rumors afloat that 
Bishop J. W. Hood, in his annual Episcopal address 
before the New York annual conference said that 
the slaveholders of the south should be paid for 
their slaves who were emancipated about the close 
of the late rebellion, and does the A. M. E. Zion 
churchin America great injury; therefore te it 

Resolved, Thatthis general conference request 
Bishop Hood to furnish the secretary with the ad- 
dress, which shall be read to this conference. 


Resolved, That after we have heard the document | 


These resolutions excited a very spirited 
discussion and very strong speeches were made 
by Elder Chambers, of Louisville, Professor J. 
C. Price, J. C. Dancy and others, who advised 
conservative action. 

The discussion developed the fact that what- 
ever may have been the utterances of Bishop 
Iiood, that confidence was still unshaken in 
his Christian erlergy and his devotion to his 
race. 
The resolutions were amended and again 
amended in deference to respect for Bishop 
Hood until they became inexpressive and Mr. 
Dancv offered the following substitute for the 
whole, which was unanimously adopted: 

Whereas, we have the utncst confidence in the 
Christian character and: honesty of Bishop Hood, 
and while we would not presume to dictate nor 
hamper his opinion yet we see the necessity to re- 
solve that this general conference express its dissent 
from the views attributed to Bishop Hood in the 
newspapers which charge him with favoring reimn- 
bursement to the ex-slave holders for slave eman- 
cipated, as we regard it as against the constitution 
and the spirit of civilization,

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The Essential Thing. 

Some of the northern republican organs 
profess to be surprised that journals like 
Tue ConsTiruTIon, the New Orleans 
Times-Democrat, the Augusta Chronicle, 
and the Richmond Dispatch, which do not 
azree entire y with the recommendations of 
the president’s message should be willing 
to help re-elect him. 

The explanation is very simple indeed, 
and Tux ConstiruTion has already gone 
over the ground somewhat elaborately. 
We may put the whole case in a nutshell by 
remarking that just now,-in view of the 
temper—tosay nothing of the temperature— 
ef the republicans leaders, democratic har- 
mony and democratic suecess are more €s- 
sential than any tariff issue. 

The position of the journals we have 
named is precisely that of the silver men of 
the south and west. The silver men say 
that that question is not an issue; but the 
editor of the Courier-Journal has shown 
and continues to show thatit is the biggest 
question before the country. Mr. Cleve- 
land is opposed to the continued coinage of 
silver, while the great majority of democrats 
pf this country are in favor of the free coinage 
of silver. Nevertheless, they support him 
heartily, A great many democrats oppose 
his civil service reform views, but they sup- 
port him heartily. 

The truth is, as we have said before, dem- 
ocratic success is by far the most important 
Issue now before the country. The Rie)- 
mond Dispatch, which has protection views, 
declares that, as against the republican 
party, it would support the veriest demo- 
sratic free trader to be found in the land, 
and this is precisely the position of Tux 
CONSTITUTION. 

There are a few editors in Georgia, some 
of them inspired by a spirit of rivalry and 
some by pure ignorance, who are trying to

. The Cotton Movement. 

In its monthly review of the cotton 
market the New York Financial Chron- 
Wle says that the April gross movement of 
totton overland records an increase over 
the like period of last year, but exh@its a 
fecline from April of 1886, the month’s 
lotal being 66,246 bales, against 50,515 
bales and 80,461 bales respectively. The 
aggregate movement for the eight months 
continues largely in excess of any former 
period, and is only four thousand bales less 
than the total overland in the twelve 
months 1886-87. 

The net for the month bears the same re- 
lation to the two previous years as did 
the gross, reachiug 40,406 bales, against 24,- 
404 bales in 1887 and 59,468 bales in 1886; 
while for the season to date the gain over a 
year ago is now 145,331 bales, and comparcd 
with 1886 is 154,017 bales. 

Receipts at the ports were heavier during 
April than in the month of 1887, reaching 
128,721 bales, against 89,186 bales. Con- 
brasted with April of 1886 there is an im- 
portant falling off, the total then being 
B02,865 bales. The season’s aggregate con- 
tinues in excess of any year except 1882-83. 

Exports to foreign ports have been of 
guite liberal volume, exceeding the move- 
ment for the like month last year, but ex- 
hibiting a decrease from April of 1886, 
when the total was phenomenally large. 
The month’s exports this year reach 264,- 
145 bales, and were 195,118 bales a year ago 
and $22,149 bales in 1886. 

The amount of cotton marketed since 
Beptember 1 in 1887-8 is 298,549 bales more 
than in 1886—7, and 445,026 bales more than 
In 1885-6. 

Northern spinners had up to May 1 taken 
1,584,265 bales, an increase over the corre- 
sponding period in 1886-7 of 146,074 bales, 


and a gain over the same time in 1885-6 of | 


#09 bales. During the same period south- 
ern spinners have taken 337,000 bales. 

Im its weekly review, the Chronicle says 
that forthe week ending last Friday the 
total receipts have reached 32,608 bales, 
against 30,641 bales last week, 27,980 bales 
the previous week, and 28,504 bales three 
weeks since, making the total receipts since 
the ist of September, 1887, 5,255,866 bales, 
against 5,135,231 bales for the same period 
of 1886-7, showing an increase since Sep- 
tember 1, 1887, of 120,635 bales. 

The exports for the week reach a total of 
‘60,297 bales, of which 29,036 were to Great 
Britain, 6,066 to France, and 15,255 to the 
fest of the continent. The imports into 
tontinental ports have been 44,000 bales. 

The total sales for forward delivery for 
the week are 371,100 bales. For immediate 
delivery the total sales foot up 6,360 bales, 
including 2,525 for export, 3,380 for con- 
sumption, and 455 for speculation. 

The Chronicle says that the speculation 
fm cotton for future delivery at New York 
was more active for the week under review, 
mnd during the first half there was a amart

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Anarchism in Politics. 

Three of the Chicago anarchists who fig- 
ured in the Haymarket riot, and were con- 
victed for conspiracy to murder, are now in 
the Illinois state prison. Of these, Fielden 
and Schwab were sentenced to death, but 
their sentences were commuted to life im- 
prisonment. Neebe, the other one, was 
convicted and sentenced to the penitentiary. 
The friends of these convicts propose to 
figure in the coming state campaign of Illi- 
nois. 

It is reported that each of the candidates 
for the governorship is to be approached 
and promised 20,000 anarchist vetes on the 
condition that absolute pardon be granted 
these convicts by the candidate receiving 
these votes, should he be elected as gov- 
ernor. 

Of course no such political bargain can 
be consummated, for if it was known that 
any man was corrupt enough to make such 
a trade he probably would not get a half 
dozen other votes outside of those traded 
for. No combination of circumstances is 
likely to arise at present which will induce 
any further executive clemency towards 
these men than has already been extended. 

Governor Oglesby’s leniency towards 
Fielden and Schwab did not receive the ap- 
proval of the public, and if such an effort is 
made to secure their pardon, it will bea 
matter of genuine regret that they did not 
pay the penalty of their crime with the 
others, who-were hung. The statement 
that these men have expressed a change of 
heart concerning the bomb throwing, and 
plead the poverty and helplessness of 
their families comes too late. This 
should have been thought of be- 
fore the Haymarket riot which they 
helped toincite, and by which the innocent 
officers were murdered. The murderers got 
off very lightly in escaping the gallows, and 
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thera is »= -s--cu why amy Suethos 
tive clemency should be extended them. 

The Chicago plan of dealing with anar- 
chism is the surest way of effectually wip- 
ping out the imfamies of such an organiza- 
tion and preventing the recurrence of 
the many tragic events which it has already 
caused. The hanging of the Chicago an- 
archists had a very salient effect in quieting 
the mob-like tendencies of anarchism 
throughout the country, and there is no 
reason why the good work should be un- 
done. 

No respectable candidate would consider 
fora moment any overtures looking towards 
the pardon of these criminals on such terms, 
and if it was even believed that any one of 
the candidates stood ready to pardon these 
men, as governor, it would be his political 
death warrant. , 

Positive treatment is the only way to deal 
with such desperate men and methods. 
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FORAKER is as far from the white house 
as ever, and this is saying a great deal. 


General Johnston and the G, A, R. 

It seems that all the posts of the Grand 
Army of the Republic do not take kindly to 
the action of the E. D. Baker post in Phil- 
adelphia in electing General Joseph E. 
Johnston into even contributory member- 
ship in the organization. 

While the whole country is approving the 
patriotic action of this post, another Phil- 
adelphia post is creating all the discord it 
can by protesting against the step which it 
took. At a recent meeting of the Fred 
Taylor post in Philadelphia, resolutions 
were passed emphatically condemning the 
action and calling upon the Grand Army 
for its official disapproval of the work of the 
other post. ‘The resolutions announce thct 
the recognition of any confederate as a 
member of any post, either in honorary, con- 
tributory, or any other membership, is in 
violation of the principles of the organiza- 
tion, and the commander-in-chief of the 
Grand Army is called upon to correct the 
mischief already done and make future 
blunders impossible. 

This will have a tendency to cast a 
damper over the patriotic and commendable 
action of the post which so enthusiastically 
extended the right hand of fellowship to 
the leading living general of the confeder- 
ate army; but it is safe to say that the peo- 
ple, both north and south, will be as prompt 
in rebuking this display of vindictiveness 
and hatred as they were in approving the 
act of the post which declared so uniquely 
against the continuation of sectional strife. 

It will be interesting to watch which side 
of this question the Grand Army of the Re 
public will indorse—that of the dissenting 
element or that of the E. D. Baker post, of 
the action of which John W. Frazier, one 
of the most prominent members of the post, 
says: 

Yes, we have been abused for making a rebel 
general a contributing member. I thought as the 
war was so farin the past that it would be well to 
show a spirit of charity, so I sent General Johnston 


one of our cireulars. He chose to sign* his name to

There Has Boen No Fight Made. 

A correspondent, who forgets to sign his 
name, writes an answer te our editorial of 
yesterday urging that the democratic state 
convention should not ostracise all democrats 
who do not agree with the president on the 
tariff. 

There is but one point in the answer, and 
that is this: Our correspondent asks: 
“Ought not the men who made the fight 
for tariff reform in Georgia to enjoy the 
spoils?” 

To this we reply, ‘‘No.’’. All are demo- 
crats, and it is the universal custem te di- 
vide in some sort of proportion the honors 
and emoluments of party between the dif- 
ferent wings of the party. This has always 
been done in Georgia. It has always been 
done in New York, and it always will be 
done where there is a desire to unify rather 
than divide the party. 

So muth, even if there had been ‘‘a 
fight’? in Georgia. But there has been 
nene. The moment the president. issued 
his message, that moment the issues of the 
campaign were cast, and from that moment 
there has been no contest. In only two 
counties in Georgia has a single democrat 
raised his voice to contest the president’s 
right to make the platform or to embarrass 
the party. In this county, in which we be- 
lieve the tariff democrats have a clear and 
available majority,, not one word was 
spoken against the cut and dried pro- 
gramme. 

There has been no fight in Georgia. In 
nota single county has there been a con- 
test. The fight was made in the president’s 
mind, and when he declared for sweeping 
tariff reform the fight was settled. Had he 
declared for internal revenue repeal, Geor- 
gia would have stcod solid today for that 
policy. He declared for tariff reform, and 
the tariff democrats over the state sub- 
ordinated their views to party necessity 
and contested no point. Nota speech has 
been made, we believe, on either side in de- 
bate. If nota newspaper had been printed 
in Georgia the result would have been the 
same. The people are with the president— 
as they ought to be.

[laughter] and if they do my wife can say it 
was done by dirty low-lived cowards that 
d dn’t have the manhood to stand up and say 
Wwioat they had to say. Curses, like chicken. 
come home to rocst,and it’s about roo g 
tine forsome folks im Atlanta. They i: 
det etive to watch me when the old ni: a 
eime over me, and many atime I woald be a 
tie point of drinking, when the detecti.y 
would forbid it, and the barkeeper, washing 
his hands in the invisible soap of his inno«< 
cence, as Mr. Ingalls says, would smile an 
say, “Oh, no. Of course not’’—like Josh Bid 
i'ng’s cat, meek as Moses and as full of tha 
devil as Judas Iscariot, Esq. They used ta 
snuggle it t> me for the sake of the dimes an 
doiars. They cail me & crank now, and 
during that fifteen years of debauchery nog 
one white aproned scoundrel called me a 
Crank. 

They have a license to sell, and just as suree 
ly they have sold me a license to denoume 
them.

As dark as you paint 
the barkeepers, they are no worse than tLa@ 
crowd that licenses them. That’s bitter med- 
icine but you'll have to swallow it. I'd ag 
soon be a keeper in the lowest dive in 
town as to be a member of the council that 
licensed that dive. There may be a social dis- 
tinction in Atlanta, but there is no difference, 
If a barkeeper goes to hell for his meanness, 
he’ll find the crowd that licensed him there 
too. The money that the council wants te 
give for the books of the poor is blood money, 
fer it comes from the parents of the poor. You 
give the child a biwe buck speller and the fa- 
thera quart bottie, and the child will learn 
more meanness from its daddy than it does al« 
phabet from the blue back speller. Did yor 
ever notice how scared of it these politiciang 
are. Ten Georgiacongressmen were asked show 
they stood on the question. ‘Oh,’ they said, 
‘we stand on the democratic platform.’ Now 
at the last day, if they go to feeling in tha 
pocket of their shroud for democratic platform, 
they’ll just abort go to hell, platform and all. 
They’d better get an asbestos suit at once. If 
was while I was vacillating between suicide 
and imbecility that [ went with my children 
one Sunday tohear Sam Jones. He preached 
right along where I’d been, and I had t 
listen. When I got back to Atlanta t 
sent the children home and wen 
from one  Darrocin to another, and 
tried todrown it all. I couldn’t, a new strange 
feeling swept overme.

Turn it overto the stiftes< 
men they say. I know how itis. I've got 
drunk with a number of statesmen. Tie 
down-easter agrees: ‘Oh, yes, but the time 
is not opportune. There are more important 
matters—free trade and the rebel flags—and 
then if you have any concern in the republican 
party, for heaven’s sake don’t drag it inte 
politics or we'll go to thé devil in the next 
election.’ The southerner agrees: ‘It is 
sorter Jeffersonian, but we are just 
in power, and it would tronb'e 
u; michtily in the next election.

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IT KILLED MILLIONS. 


A United States Fish Car Comes 
to Atlanta. 


Artesian Water Poured Upon Thousands 
of Fish and Millions of Eggs, Kill- 
ing Them Almost Instantly. 


Millions of fish were killed im Atlanta yes- 
terday. 

Sunday afternoon Mr. J. Frank - Ellis, of 
the fish commission, arrived in Atlanta, in his 
fish car. 

He came direct from Washington -to this 
point for the purpose of hatching out fish, to 
distribute among the rivers of Georgia. He 
had on board between three and four million 
shad eggs. They were deposited in the huge 
tank under the car, awaiting to be agitated 
by the rushing water into myriads of 


shad minnows ready made for the Chattahoo-

chee, Ocmulgee, Flint, Etowah and other rivers 
of the state. There were also in this car safely 
stowed away in the. refrigerator about sixty 
theusand fish, which had been hatched from 
shad eggs en route by means of water procured 
from various streams between Washington 
and Atlanta. When Mr. Ellis arrived in At- 
lanta, his first thought was to getto work. The 
car was sidetracked at the Forsyth street 
crossing, and arrangements were at once made 
to get water into the car in order that the 
hatching process might procecd. It would 
never do, of course, to use hydrant water be- 
cause the alum which it contained would kill 
the fish. So it was determined to try the arte- 
Sian water. About a- hundred feet of hose was 
secured, One end was adjusted io the artesian 
pump at the corner of Alabama and Forsyth 
street and the other end was so placed 
in the car that the water was conducted with- 
After a few hours 
pumping it was discovered that all the. fish 


| were dead, and that the ¢ggs which had come 


in contact with the water were dead too. 
Something in the artesian water had killed all 
the fish, but just what had done it nobody 
could tell. Mr. Ellis stated that he thought it 
was the lime of magnesia in the artesian water 
which had such a terrible effect. 

The United States fish car returned to Wash- 
ington last night for a fresh supply of eggs, 
and next time the car comes into Georgia, 
which will be pretty soon, it will stop at Au- 
gusta, where the river water will be used in 
hatching out the shad eggs for distribution 
among tiie streams of the state. 

Mr. Redding, of the department of agricul- 
ture, went to Augusta last night to make the 
necessary arrangements for the river water. 

WHAT PROFESSOR M’CANDLESS SAYS. 

“TI don’t know what there could be in the 
artcsian water to kill tlre fish,’’ said Professor 
John M. McCandless, the well known analyti- 
cal chemist, last night, ‘‘unless it was the iron. 
Of course, the artesian water is harder than 
the water of rivers and other streams, which is 
probably the kind that the fish have been used 
to. If Tremember rightly, there ara ten or 
twelve grains of mineral properties to a gallon 
of the artesian water. This is magnesia, Jime, 
saltand iron. If lam not mistaken, there is 
about one-tenth of a grain of iron. It must 
have been the temperature of the water or the 
iron it contains.”’ 


‘Would the alum in the hydrant water have | 


? 


injured them ?’ 
“If there is now as much alum in the hydrant 
water as there was some time ago, when analy- 
ses were made, I should say yes. But there 
should be no alum in the water. If only the 
proper amount is used in the process of fikter:- 
tion, there should be none of it in the filtered 
water, and hence, if the hydrant water is what 
it should be, the fish would not have been 
jured by its use. That water is probably more 
nearly what they have been accustomed to 
than the artesian water.”’

Colonel Adair rose and unrolled his scro}l 
which proved to be a chart about four feet 
long by two wide, It was beautifully drawn 
and accurately delineated the country along 
the route to be taken by Georgia avenuc. Two 
members aided the colonel in showing his 
map, one holding one end and one holding the 
otherend. The colonel was waxing eloquent 
when his oratory wasfnipped by Mr. Beutell, 
who raised the point that the whole proceed- 
ing was out of order, in as much as the mattcr 
was not up for final action. 

“The set is well taken,” said the mayor 
remorselessly, and Colonel Adair reluctantly 
took his seat. The maps and charts were lying 
about the floor in admired disorder. 

It was decided to refer the matter back to 


the committee, to which Messrs. Marvin and 


Alexander shonld be added. This spoiled 
what a to be a sensation, and the West 
End citizens quitted the hall. 

Just before odjournment Mr. Beutell rose 
and said: ‘‘Mr. Mayor and Gentlemen of the 
Council—I desire to tender my sincere thanks 
to you for the beautiful and costly gift you so 
thoughtfully gave me upon a certain occasion 
—the 25th of last month. Permit me to ex- 
press my sense of appreciation of your kind- 
ness. I assure you I shall always cherish that 
gift and I shall never forget the givers.’’
